INTRODUCTION 

1,  The  code  word  •ECLIPSE’  is  defined  as  ’’Plans  and  preparations 
for  operations-  in  EUROPE  (excluding  NORWAY  and  the  CI-IANNEL  ISLANDS)'  in 
the  event  of  German  surrender’’, 

2,  ’’Operations  in  EUROPE”  will  include:-  .  ■  . 

a.  Operations  in  the  liberated  coxintries  until  control  is 

taken  over  by  thoir  respective  indigenous  governments  or  by  US  or 
British  Commanders  upop  the  termination  of  the  responsibility  of. the 
Supreme  Commander,  ,  .  , 

b.  Operations  in  GERHiANY  until  control  there  is  taken  over 
from  the  Supremo  Commander  by  the  Tripartite  Military  Government  or 
by  US  and  British  Commanders 

3,  -The  definition  of  "surrender”  is  as  follows;- 

■  a.  When  a  German  Government  apd/or  German  High  Command 
formally  signs  the  Instrxpnont  of '  Surrender, 

OR  ;  . 

b.  When  the  major  portion  of  the  German  forces  opposing  us 
has  capitulated  or  been  overpov/ored.  In  this  alternative  a  decision 
will  bo  taken  by  the  Supreme  Commander  as>  to  when  ’OVERLORD’  gives 
place  to  ’ECLIPSE '  and  an  arbitrary  date  for  the  change .  over  ViTill  bo 
fixed, 

,  It  is  considered  that  the  second  of  these  two  alter¬ 

natives  is  the  more  likely, 

4,  The  first  day  of  Operation  ’ECLIPSE’  vdll  be  knovm  as  ’A’ 

Day.  . 

5,  Many  of  the  aspects  of  Operation  ’ECLIPSE’  ydll  apply  to 
Operation  ’OVERLORD'  in  GERIdANY  ^rior  to  ’A’  Day. 

OBJECTS  • 

6,  The  objects  of  Operation  ’ECLIPSE’  are  to  carry  out,  within 
the  sphere  of  responsibility  of  the  Supreme  Commander  in  EUROPE 
(excluding  NORWAY  and  the  CHANNEL  ISLES,  regarding  v/hich  see  paragraphs 
%  and  belOTj-) ;  - 

a.  The  primary  disarmament  and  control  of  the  Gorman  forces, 
including  para-military  and  police  formations,  thereby  preventing  a 
renewal  of  hostilities . 

b.  The  enforcement  of  the  terms  of  surrender  or  (in  the  event 
of  there  being  no  formal  surrender)  of  the  vdll  of  the  Supreme  Commander 
dvaring  the  period  of  his  responsibility,  by  the  maintenance  of  a 
•strategical  and  tactical  air  threat  and  by  the  occupation  of  strategic 
areas  on  the  Continent,  ' 


c.  The  establishment  of  law  and  order,  as  far  as  the  mili- 
tary''.S.it'\^at'ion  permits. 

,  .  .  I  ■  ‘d.’  The  initiation  of  steps  to  complete  the  control  and 
disannament  of  the  German  forces.- 

0,  The  redistribution  of  Allied  forces  into  their  rospec- 
>tive  National  ^  Zones  in  GERSilANI.

7.  Concurrently  with  those  objects:- 

a.  Early  stops  v;ill  bo  taken  t'6;'-eommoncc  the  relief  and 
prompt  evacuation  of  United  No.tions  Prisoners  of  War  and  of  United 
Nations  displaced  persons. 

b.  Such  assistance  will  bo  afforded  to"  the  United  Natigns’ 
agencies  and  indigenous  governments  in  the  relief  and  rehabilitation 
of'  the o  liberated  countries  as  does  not  interfere  v;ith  the  military 
objects,  or  as  may  be  ordered 'by  the  Combined  Chiefs  of  Staff.' 

•  8.  The- Supreme  Commander's  sphere  of  re'spohsibility  for  the 

occupation  of '  GERMAI'SE  •'(v^hfeh,.  does  NOT  include  AUSTRIA)  is -defined  in 
Appcndijc.. 'A-'";'. .  Prior,  tb- Russian  forces  "advancing  to  occupy  the' Russian 
zone,  hovrcVorV.it  .is  assumed  that  the  Supremo  Commander's  sphere  of 
operations'  is  nbt  limited  by  the  boundary  of'  the  USiBritish/l^ussian 
zones  of  occupation. 

9»  ,  AUSTRIA,  is  to  be  occupied  on  a  tripartite  basis,  the  US/ 
British  forces  being  found  by' Allied  Force  Headquarters.  For  planning 
purposes,  it  ^11  be  assiimed  that,  as  far'  as  the  German  frontier  is 
concerned,  forces  v/ill  occupy  the  GAU  (provinces)  of  TIROL  - 

VORARLBERG  iil  ii'il  Uiiw'iilMil  riMwinrtlir'IITni - OBERDONAU,. 

■OPERATIONS.  IN-  NCEWAY  AND  THE  CHANNEL  ISLANDS 

-10.'  Plans  and  preparations  have  already  been'  initiated  for  the 
occupation  of  NORWAY  in  the.  event  of  German  surrender  ('APOSTLE.')  or 
of  a  German  withdrawal  ('ALADDIN'.).  Should  'ALADDIN'  not  have 
Occured  before  ,'EGLIPSE',  it  will.be  necessary^  to  phase  in  'APOSTLE' 
with  the  'ECLIPSE.'  operations,  and  reference  to  this  operation  vvill 
be  fovmd  accordingly,  tbpoughout  this  paper,  , 

11.  Similarly,  plans  and.  preparations  for  the  re-occupation  of 
the  CHANNEL  ISLANDS  under- various  circumstances  have  already  been 
made  under  the  code  name  of  'WEST  EGG'.  Should  Operation  'WEST  EGG' 
not  have  boon  carried  out  when  'ECLIPSE'  occurs,  it  will  likev/ise  be 
necessary  to  phase  it  .in  .with  the  'ECLIPSE'  operations.

12.  'For  planning  pui'poses  it  will  bo  ass\imod  the  'surrender', 
as  defined  above,  may  take  place  at  any  date  from  nov/  onwards ...

SECTION  II 


■PROBABLE  FORM  OF  GERIvIAN  COLLAPSE  AND 
■  ■■  •'  RESULTING  ■CONDITIONS  IN  GEPJlilAI'IY  AITO  DENIifiARK 

FOPJ'i  OF-  COLLAPSE  '  '  ' 


13.  The  possibility  of  the  overthrov:  of  the  Nazi  Government  by 
movements  within  GERI'.iANY  is  at  present  remote.  It  is  considered,, 
therefore,  that  there  v/ill  be  no  collapse  of  the  German  armed  forces 
and  no  acknov;ledgmont  of  unconditional  surrender  until  the  enemy  has 
suffered  a  further  major  defeat  such  as  would  enable  the  Allied  forces 
to  penetrate  doeplj''  into  the  REICH.  If  this  defeat  occurred  in  the 
WEST,  the  Eastern  front  vj'o\ild  not  necessarily  collapse  until  its 
position  became  untenable  ov/ing  to  our  advance j  on  the  other  hand  a 
major- defeat  on  the  Eastern  front  -vvould  probably  cause  a  rapid 
collapse  in  the  VffiST, 

14.  While  the  personality  and  prestige  of  VON  RUNDSTEDT  (the 
present  Coramandor-in-Chief ,  WEST)  could  fialco  it  possible  for  him  to 
arrange  for  the  surrender  of  the  majority  of  the  forces  under  his 
conmandj  it  is  more  probable  that  after  a  further  major  defeat  the 
German  Army  on  one  front  or  another  -would  lose  all  cohesion.  Piece¬ 
meal  surrenders  by  local  commanders  or  groups  of  commanders  might 
then  take  place,  with  no  formal  surrender  occurring  on  the  whole  front, 

PROBABLE  CONDITIONS  IN  GERIaANY  AFTER  COLLAPSE 

■  15.  Certain  generalisations  may  bo  made  as’  to  conditions  likely  ■ 
to  provail  in  GERf;lANY  after  the  military  collapse,  though  there  will 
bo  regional  variations.  It  v;d,ll' be  impossible  for  the  mass  of  the 
people,  and  indeed  of  the  ai-mod  forces  to  escape  the  conviction  of  an 
overv/helming  defeat.  The  y^st  majority  are  likely  to  bo  too  physi¬ 
cally  and  spiritually  exhausted  to  continue  the  struggle.  Only  local 
anti-Alliod  action  is  'bheroforo  probable,  at  any  rate  for  some  time. 

In  certain  areas  conditions  approaching  civil  "war  may  bo  .anticipated, 
with  either  or  both  sides  seeking  support  for  their  cause  by  shov;ing 
assistance  to  the  Allies.  ■ 

16,  Systematic  sabotage  v/ill  be  aimed  at  but  its  effectiveness 
will  depend  on  the  speed  of  the  Allied  advance.  Some  ES  groups  will 
probably  continue  to  resistj  and  individual  fanatics  in  the  cities 
and  small  guerilla  bands  in  moui-^tainous  areas  may  take  a  considerable 
time  to  round  up.  Areas  of  guerilla  activity,  if  this  eventuates, 
are  likely  to  define  themselves  rapidly. 

17,  ■  Though  most  unlikely,  there  may  be  an  attempt  at  a  dramatic 
last  stand  about  the  Nazi  leaders  in, for  example,  the  BAVAIRI AN  Alps; 
and  there  is  a  possibility  that  isolated  garrisons  on  defended 
islands,  such  as 'HELIGOLAND,  may  hold  out  even  after  the  rest  of  the 
country  has  been  overrun. 

DEMilARK 

18,  The  Danish  indigenous  government  (nov/  in  dissolution)  is 
likely  to  reassume  civil  control  in  DEMLiRK  as  soon  as  conditions 
permit  after  the  liberation  of  the  country.  It  is  believed  that 

this  government  will  extend  an  invitation  to  the > Supreme  Headquarters, 
AEF,  Military  Mission  to  go  to  DEfffllARK  and  v;ill  cooperate  fully  with 
the  Allies. 


4'. 


19.  The  Danish  people  are  likely  to  assist  the  Allies'  in  every 
way  arid  thq^e  is  a  well  organised  and  disciplined  resistance  movement 
thronghout' the  country  but  its  personnel  are  not;  yet  fully  armed. 

The ' country ■ is  most  unsuited  for  gubrilla  action.  ■ 

20.  If  considerable  German  forces  remain  in  DENJMRK  after  the 

arrival  of  bur  forces  at  the  German-Danish  frontier,  Danish  resistance 
will  probably  be  too  weak  to  take  effective  action  to  disarm  and 
control  t^cin.  In  this  -case  we  car;  expect,  the  Danish  Government  to 
invite  us  to  send  in  a  force.  If,  however,  no  effective. Danish 
government  is  in  being,  vc  may  be  compelled  to  send  in  a  force, 
uninvited.-  ■  ■  ■  .  . 

21.  If  on  the  other  hand  German  forces,  have  to  a  large  extent 

evacuated  DEMIARK  before  our  arrival  at  the  frontier  and  there  has 
been  no  largo  influx  of  Germans  from  NOKvAY,  the  Danes  may  well  be 
able  to  deal  with  the  situation  themselves  and  vrill  not  require  us 
to  serid  in  forces.  :  .  ■’  ' 


SECTION  III 

OUTLINE  OF  OPERATION  ’ECLIPSE' 

22.  ^Oot  operations  will  faill  into  tvro  main  phases  >  according  to 
the  priorities  of  the  tasks  to  be  undertaken.  The  phases  will  almost 
certainly  overlap. 

^  a.  Primary,. Phase.  An.;  advance  by  our  forces,  conducted  with 
the  maximuin  speed  that  is  consistent  with  security^  designed  to  secure 
especially  important  strategic  a'^eas'  deep  inside  GEPJS/iANY,  including 
S^WERLORD'f'^  threat.  This  is  really  the  consummation 

b.  Secondary  Phase .  The  deplojrment  of  our  forces  to  secure 
additional  strategic  areas |  to  establish  firm  ..control  throughout  the 
Supreme  Commander's  sphere  of  occupation  in  GERIiiAI^JI|- to  carry  out  the. 
disarmament  and  disposal  of  enemy  forces  in  GERIiAIIY  and 'any  still 
remaining  in  occupied  countries;  and  the  adjusting  of  the  dispositions 
of  national  forces  to  coincide  ultimately  with  the  national  zones  "of 
occupation.  .  ■  . 

23.  The  agreed  national  zones  of  occupation  in  GERIviANI  are 
defined  in  Appendix  'A'  and  illustrated  on  Map  'Iffi ' .  ' 
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SECTION  IV 

CONSIDERATIONS  AFFECTING-  THE  PLAN 


GENERAL 

24*  Subsequently  throughout  this  appreciation  and  plan,  the 
primary  and  secondary 'phases  are  dealt  with  separately.  This  is  NOT 
intended  to  indicate  that  there  will  be  no  overlapping  betvirecn  the 
phases:  such  of  the.  action  required  in -the  secondary  phase  as  can 
be  conducted  simultaneously  ’with  the  primary  phase  should  bo 
implemented  Without  any  delay.  Nevortboless, "the  broad  principle- 
that  action  required  in  the  primary  phase  has  overrici&ng  priority 
will  be  maintained. 


PRB!ARY  PHASE 

ADVANCE  THROUGH  GERMNY 
Objectives 

25.  The  Easterly  objectives,  to  ’which  our  thrusts  should  be 

primarily  directed  are:-  •  • 

a.  BERLIN.  To  gain  control  over  the  enemy's  capital  and 
foremost  administrative  and . transportation  ccntrei  to  secure  important 
intelligence  targets  and  information  centres -and  installations;  and 
to  display  our  armed  strength, 

b;  HAIv'iBURGrIttEL  area.  To -gain  control  over  the' German  naval 
organization;  to  secure  an  important  port  and  industrial  area;  and  to  ■ 
isolate  German  forces  in  NCEIiAY  and  DEI’S'/IARK. 

•c.  NUREI'ilBURG-REGENSBURG-MUNICH  area.  To  gain  control  of 
the  main  administrative  centres  of  Southern,  GERI/IAI'IY;  and  to  secure  the 
main  edramunications  from  the. SOUTH,  thereby  isolating  enemy  forces  in 
ITALY,  AUSTRIA  and  the  BALKAI'IS.  (This  objective  is  of  lower  priority 
than  a,  and  b.  above.) 

In  addition,  depending  on  the  conditions  . ob.'L'.lning .  . 
at  the  time,  forces  might  be  required  to  advance  to:- 

d.  The  LEIPZIG-DRESDEN  area.  To  gain  control  of  this 
important  industrial  area;  and  to  cut  the  main  communications,. from 
PRAGUE,  thereby  isolating  German  forces  in  Sou.th-East  EUROPE. 

26.  In  addition  to  any  areas  v/hich  must  be  occupied  to  ensure 
adeqvia'be  security  to  our  L:of  C  (see  paragraphs  30'-^  32  belovf) ,  the 
RUHR  and- the  SAAR  must  be  secured  (unless  they  arc  already. in  our 
hands)  oviring  to  their  intrinsic  importance  as  centres  of  industry  and 

.population. 

Method  of  Advanco 

27.  The  main  axes  of  advance. v/ill. be;  in  .extension  of  the  axes 
on  v/hich  oin*  forces,  are- deployed  at  the  time,  yfhen  'ECLIPSE' .  begins, 
and  will  be  adjusted  only  as  is  necessary  to  assist  the  rapidity  and 
security  of"  our  thrusts  to  the  Easterly  ob-jecti-ves. 


,28.  ,  If  airborne  operations-  to  BERLIN  and'-IilEL  prove,  at  the  time, 
to  be  the  quickest  method  of .  introducing  our  forces  into  these  areas, 
they  shoiold  be  staged  provided  that  conditions  pcfm.it. 


29.  If  Russian  forces  have-  already  advanced  into  the  Supreme 
Commander's  sphere  of  occupation,  o\ir  advance  will  have  to  be  closely 
coordinated, with' their' withdrawal, ' and- our,  forces  in  BERIIN  will  only 
be  required  to  occupy  the  AEF' Saotors  of  the  city. . 

Security 

30.  Although  it  is  unlikely,  after  surrender  there  is  a  risk 
that  the  armies  that  were  opposing  our  forces  may,  if  opportunity 
offers,  renev;  the  struggle.  Furthermore,  enemy  reserve  forces  and 
resistants  may  attempt  ;to  interfere  with  the  1  of.  C  of  our  Easterly 
thrusts*  We  must,  therefore,  take  steps  to  secure  our- position  and 
to  protect' 'our  f onward  L  of  C,  .  ■  . 

31.  The  essential  measures  required  to  do  this  are;-^ 

a.  The  primary  disarmament  and  masking  of  enemy  field  forces 

in  contact  with  our  forces.:  "  , 

b.  The  primary  disarmament  of  enemy  ground  and  air  forces 
astride  or  flanking  our  initial  axes  of  advance. 

■  c.  The  maintenance  of  a  strong  air- threat  both  to  the  enemy's 
army,  navy  and  air  forcos,  and  to  his  industrial  and  political  centres. 

d.  The  controlled  concentration  of  German  forces  into  areas 
selected  by  ourselves. 

e.  The  disposition  of  ground  and.  air  forces  for  the  protection 
of  -  the  lines  of  communication,  and  for  seern'ing  focal  centres  of  trans¬ 
portation  adjacent  to  them, 

^f ,  The  institution  of  military  government  progressively  v/ith 
the  occhpa'tion  of  areas  along  the  lines,  of  communication.. 

g.  The  arrest  and  detention  of  as  many  as, possible  of  the 
individuals  on  the  Black  List. 

32.  If  necessary,'  offensive  action  by  our  greend  and  air  forces 
must  be  taken  against  recaj-citrant  forces  or  resistants.  ; 

OTHER  COBMITtilEHTS 

Prisoners  'bf  War  '  -  .  '  ■  ' 

33. '  Arrangements  mvist  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
for* the  care  and  maintenance ■ of  all.  United  Nations  Prisoners  of  War 
in  the  Supreme  .Commander  's  Sphere  (See 'E.GLIP’SE '■  Memorandum,  No,  8), 

United  Nations  Prisoners  of  War  in  the  Russian  occupational  zone, 

the  British  and  US  Prisoners  of  War  are  located, 
be  cared  for  by  the  Russians  ■under  reciprocal 

arrangements . 

34.  Should  the 'German  system  of  maintenance  break  dowp,  food 
must  be  provided  under  arrangements  to  be  made  by  Army  Groups  in 
their  respective  areas.  In  case  of  emergencj'’,  arrangements  are  being 
made  by  Supreme  Headquarters,  AEF  for  a  supply  of  food  parcels  to  be 
available  in  the  UNITED  KINGDOM  for  delivery  by  air  (free-dropped) . 

33.  Where  circumstance's  permit  and  facilities  exist,  consideration 
v/ill  be  given  to  the  evacuation  of.  Prisoners  of  Yfar  by  air.

36,  During  the  advance  in  the  Primary  Phase,  Army  Groups  must 
be  prepared'io  divert  such" forces  as  ahe  hecessaiy  to  liberate >and  . 
'.protect  all  Prisoners'  of  War  Camps  lying  ,  vjithin  ' the 'aree'  uncdyered, 
or  even  outside  that  area' -so  long  as  the  success  of  the  advaiice '  is  . 
not  thereby  jeopardised. 


Displaced  Person’s 

'37.'  Arrangements  must  also' bo  made  to  Control  and  where; • 
possible  take  care  of  IJnited  Naiions  displaced  persons  in  arees 
uncovered,  and  to  ensure  that  the  G'erraan  authorities  take  neb esskry 
measures  to  control  enemy  and  ex-enemy  displaced'-persons'  and  refugees. 
Failure  to  establish  prompt  control, v/ould  seriously ' interfere  'v/ith '  ■ 
Allied 'military  traffic,  and  might  make  imperative '  the  brihging  up  ', 
of  relief  supplies  on  a  considerable  scale.  An  uncontrolled 'Vfesttifard 
movement  of  United  Nations  displaced  pe.rsons  towards  the  liberated,, 
countries  might  impose  "an  unmanageable  "burden  on 'the  recently 're-' 
established  Allied  governments. 

38.  These  arrangements  will 'take,  ihe  form  of '.the  deployment 'in 
GERMANY  of  personnel  in  'areas  v;here  there  'are  large  concentrations  of 
displaced ; persons,  to  organise  control  machinery  for  emergency  care 
and  to '.canalise  movement' ;.acr os s  the  frontiers  to  Allied  E.oce'ption  , 
C'entbhs*  Commanders  iirill  bo  responsible  for  providing  those  personnel 
either  from  Military  Government  personnel  already  ,allo.tted  to  them  or 
froni  normal  military  Sources, 

39.  ,  At  all  stages  Eiilitary  commanders  ■vj'ill  be  responsible  for 
the  care  and  control  of  all  United  Nations  displaced  persons  waiting 
repatriation  within  .the  area  uncovered,  '  They  v/ili.ensuno  that  .the 
German  authorities 'provide  supplies  and  sbrvi.ee S  aS  necessary.' 

,,40.  Relief  sdpplies  for' United  Nations  .'.displaced 'persons';.)?!!! 
be  taken  in  at  the  "earliest  possible  moment. for  use 'v;herd 'local 
supplies  are  not  available,  •  .  .  ’ 

41.  The  subsequent  repatriation  of  United  Nations  displaced 

persons  vd.ll  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
issued  by  Supreme  Headquarters,  AEF.  . 

Specialist  Personnel 

42.  Arrangements  must  also  be  made  for  the  move,  'as  early  as 
conditions  permit,  into  GERI'IANY  and  throughout 'Other  •  enemy  occupied 
areas  of  key  personnel  and  parties  to  initiate:- 

a.  Intelligence  activities,-  including  seizure  of  documents, 
secret  processes  and  installations  and  proscribed  persons,  . 

b .  .Control  of  information  centres ,  such  as  ...iradio  stations , 
newspapers,  etc,  '  ' 

c. .  Seizure  of  important  German  equipment  required  early 
.f or 'omr .  use  in  other  theatres, 

d.  Control  of  German' governmental  and  naval,  military  and 
air  organisations.

44,  ./■'■rrirngements  mst  be  tiade  to  begin  the  init:'.s,l  safe¬ 
guarding  of  G-erman  material,.  Shis  x.fill.ultlnatGiy  involve 
the  sorting  ana  listing  of  all  G-eraan  war  material,  both  in 
GEi2''liijY  and  the  liberated  territories.  Ihe  res-poiisibility  for 
the  safeguarding  of  war  material  end  for- .supervising  Its 
disposal  in  accordance  with  instructions  received  vrill  rest  with 
the  Commander  in  \;hose'  area  the  material  is  located,  except  that 
Communications  Zone  \7ill  take  over  German  war  material  from  US
